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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 9 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

More specifically, claim 9 is indefinite because the language of "combining" does 
not provide a clear positive recitation of method steps. Also, it is not clear how this 
method step of "combining" provides a method of reinforcing synthetic fiber. Therefore, 
the metes and bounds for which patent protection is being sought are not clear. 

Claim 10 is vague and indefinite because the composite material is not clearly 
defined. The language of "one or more other materials" does not provide a positive 
recitation of the structure or properties of the composite material. Therefore, the metes 
and bounds for which patent protection is being sought are not clear. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Flynn, 
3,901,833. 
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Flynn teaches a composition comprising an epoxy resin reaction product of 
epichlorohydrin and a component selected from bisphenol A and bisphenol F, wherein 
the coating composition further comprises an epoxy resin hardener, per claims 1-4 and 
7-8. See column 5, lines 21-25 and lines 47-68. In addition, Flynn teaches a method of 
coating a glass substrate wherein the substrate can be glass fiber, per claims 5 and 6, 
said method comprising providing a glass substrate and contacting the glass substrate 
with the coating composition. See column 7, lines 45-55. Therefore, the teachings of 
Flynn anticipate the invention as claimed in present claims 1-8. 

No claims are allowed.
